DONCASTER SEPTEMBER MEETING. 


Trere will be a great meeting on the Northern Moor duriig the ensuing 
week; for, independent.of.the all-important and intensely interesting Leger 
conflict (alluded to ina special-article), we shall have a series of two-year-old 
encounters that will materially affect ihe) Derby of next Summer. The Don- 
caster and Park Hill Stakes; too, will afford a brilliant competition, not for- 
getting the meeting of Caller Ou, Tim Whifflér, [vanhoff, Zetland, and other 
cracks for the Doncaster Cup, - In our present edition we are unable, owing. to 
@ pressure upon our time and space, to analys6 the leviathan programme with 
which we have been favoured ; but we may briefiy remark that, upon @ hasty 
glance down the bill of fare, the Champagne Stakes looks as if it would go to 
LorD Cuirpen; the Glasgow Stakes to Lord Stamford’s representative; the 
Pilly Stakes to CERxINTHA; the Great Yorkshire Handicap to DULCIBELLA or the 
Kyave; the Municipal Stakes to Tassen; the T.Y.C. Sweepstakes (Thursday's) 
to Lorp CrirpreNn; the Searborough Stakes to the Kwave; the Eglinton Stakes 
to the OrPHAN or CAIRNCASTLE; the Doncaster Stakes and the 200 sovs Sweep- 
stakes to ArconavT ; the Don Stakes to Jounny Armsrrong; aud the Park 
Hill Stakes to Hornricany, 


TH DONCASTER ST. LUGER. : 

Tue present Leger event has heen prolific of changes, and some of them by 
no means reflecting credit upon certain owners of horses. The unsteadiness 
of Caractacus for some time past has been exceedingly perplexing; but his 
subsequent scratching excited no wonder to those who were in tho secret, 
though there is no getting away from the fact that the horse ought to have 
been at Doncaster at least 21lb better than he was atEpsom. Had he gono 
to the northern moor and been intended, he would assuredly run over cither 
the Marquis or..Buckstone at any point. Though Old Calabar has “come 
again,” we do not think he will ‘‘stay” im the market, and it will surprise us 
much even tasce him at Doncaster; and the “fishy” appearance. of Exche- 
quer is another source of uneasiness, and an addition to perplexities. At 
one time, too, Argonaut looked as if he was going altogether, but his 
friends have rallied again, and he is very firm, with an upward ten- 
dency. Carisbrook was in bad odour in the carly part of the week, but 
is all right again now, and receiving unlimited support. There has 
been a slight re-action in favour of Hurricane; renewed support extended to 
Johnny Armstrong; and Canwell been patronised at long shots, These things 
combined haye,imparted quite an interest to the market movements of the past 
few days; but we think there will be a limited tield of competitors. Ace of 
Clubs, Argonaut, Bertha, Biondélla, Buckstone, Carisbrook, Canwell, Exche- 
quer, Hurricane, Imperatrice, Jonnny Armstrong, the Knave, the Marquis. 
Old Calabar, Piccador, the Stockwell colt, and Warminster may be the only 
antagonists found at the post; and two or three of these are“doubtful, to our 
thinking. ‘The mission of the Ace of Clubs appears to be to make the running 
for the Marquis; beyond that nothing can be expected of him, as he is a 
roarer. Argonautis reported to be a far different horse now to what he was 
in the spring, for the Epsom preparation was a hurried one; and remember, 
ing that he was once highly tried with Asteroid, we ought to respect his 
chance. Indeed, if our readers backed him for a place when we threw 
out {the hint some weeks back they will not’repent it. Bertha and 
Biondelila have never shown @& capability of travelling a length like 
the St. Leger course; and it is money thrown away to support them. 
Buckstone was not only run into at Epsom, but the course was unsuited to him, 
as his being really down on to his nose two or three times proved; and at 
Doncaster the fiat will afford full scope for making his immense stride tell. 
Mr. Merry is sanguine about turning the tables upon tue Marquis, and we have 
every reason to believe that the horse has improved 10lb. since the Derby, 
Carisbrook is highly fancied by the Newmarket men; but we do not think he 
can possibly beat the cracks, though he must be handy to them. Exchequer 
has been supported heavily by most excellent judges; yet we cannot think he 
is good enough to win a Leger, or else Lord Coventry must have acted very 
foolishly indeed by not starting the horse at Epsom to endeavour to save the 
thousands of pounds he had entrusted him with prior to the 2000. Hur- 
ricane is a great mare, we have io doubt; and, were we certain that 
she would be backed by her stable, we should prefereher, after all, 
to ths Marquis; but as the Stable money is ‘thick’ on the latter, 
wo are bound to. follow suit. Still, the filly will assuredly do good 
thing some day. Johnny Armstrong has ever been.a great favourite of ours, 
for we well recollect his beating Carisbrook, Nepttinus, and Zetland Jast 
Season upon their merits, and they have severally evinced good form since, 
especially the latter, Johnny, too, has been running over Ivanhoff at home; 
but last week he Was very Gepréssed in tha, market, which savoured of 
“coopering.” At/Warwick, though, he was ldoking up again, and yet there 
is an air of suspicion about him that makes-ts fear trusting him exclusively 
for next Wednesday’s tournay, as we once intended doing, The Knave will 
cut out the work for Bucistone, and, as the little gentleman is speedy, we may 
expect a clipping pace. Tho Marquis is going beautifully over the Malton 
wolds; John Scott thinks him the fastest horse he ever had, and all his 
anxiety is about the animal getting the distance, Piccador is exceedingly 
moderate; and Canwell will only help to swell the field. Imperatrice we 
cannot Welievo in, after her Knavesmire disgrace. The Stockwell colt must 
run # good horse, as he was forward & Epsom, and the Doncaster ground 
will suit his action better. It is ail nonsense to expect a St. Alban’s coup from 
old Cababar.- Eulogistic reports are again reyived anent Warminster, but he 
does notappear to have been patronisedin the market by his stable. If he is 
backed freely at the post, we shall go unconditionally for ett

JACK LANGAN, THE IRISH PUGILIST. 

Tue following appears in the New York Clipper of Aug. 80:— ; 

A St. Louis correspondent points out some inaccuracies in Ned James's 
recent notice of Jack Langan, the Irish pugitist. Desiring to have all such 
matters right, we give the communication in full, as follows:— 

“St. Louis, Aug. 14th, 1862. 

“FE, Queen—Dear Sir,—In perusing the Clipper to-day I was somewhat 
surprised at the article headed ‘The Pugilistic Champion of Ireland.’ Your 
correspondent, ‘ E. J.,’ has strangely perverted facts, or has been misinformed. 
I was intimately acquainted with the renowned Jack Langan for many years 
in Liverpool, andas { think it natural that you would rather give publicity tofacts 
than fiction, I take the liberty to state the following :—The tea dodge is true, 
and many a glass of it have I paid for, to the profit of the bold Jack; but he 
did not retire from business; neither did he buy an estate in Ireland; he did 
purchase a small country residence in Cheshire, which he used for the recrea- 
tion of himself and family in the sunimer months; I can also, with pleasure, 
say that Langan, long before his death, was the welcome associate of many of 
the leading men of Liverpool, and universally respected by everybody. It was 
painfully evident, however, that his mental faculties were impaited long before 
the misfortune befel his eldest daughter. He had four of them, not an ‘ only 
daughter,’ as your correspondent states, and [ have no doubt there are hundreds 
of men, now in this country, who will recollect seeing a large family picture 
hanging over the mantle of his concert room, opposite the Clarence Dock, 
Liverpool, in which Langan, his wife, and four daughters are represented life 
size. The eldest was unfortunately the victim of seduction, not by the ‘ hell- 
begotten dastard of an English nobleman,’ but by an Irish comic singer, then 
in the employ of Langan. ‘Ihis fact was so well known at the time that the 
whole town talked about it, and the only satisfaction Langan could obtain was 
to deprive the singer of his situation, and put his daughter away to hide her 
disgrace. He was, naturally, much hurt by this unfortunate occurrence, but 
did not immediately ‘become a raving maniac, and die in fearful agony.’ On 
the contrary, he bore it like a man, and went about as usual. Some time after- 
wards his wife was again in a way to increase the family, and Langan, who f 
had no son, vowed that if it should be a boy he should be born an Irishman, 
and sent his wife to Ireland for the coming event; she did give birth to a son, 
but his wife gave up her life in exchange; his wish was gratifled; he had a 
son; but the partner of his life, the sharer of his poverty and prosperity, was 
gone for ever; then, indeed, both physically and mentally, he was a wreck, 
and soon followed his beloved companion to the tomb, and, i think I ean safely 
say, without leaving an enemy behind him.—Yours respectfully,

CHARGE OF CUTTING AND WOUNDING BEN CAUNT. 


Tne attention of pugilistic circles has been much excited during the past 
Week by the unfortunate dispute which has arisen between William Ward, of 
the Ironfounders’ Arms, Coldbath, Greenwich, and Young Ben Caunt, of the 
Coach and Horses, St. Martin’s-lane, The former individual surrendered upon 

is bail at Marlborough police-court on Monday last to answer the charge of 
Cutting and wounding Benjamin Butler Caunt. 

The court was crowded to excess by members of the ring, 

As a detail of the case has appeared before the public, we will not occupy 
More space than is necessary for giving Mr, Caunt’s evidence and the result. 

Mr. Sleigh (instructed by Mr. Edward Lewis, of Great M arlborough-street) 
appeared for the prosecution, and Mr. Pearce (instructed by Mr. Abrams, of 

*Bow-street) defended Ward, and after a few preliminary remarks, called 

Benjamin B, Caunt, who said: I am proprietor of alicensed house, situated at 
No. 90, St. Martin’s-lane. It is known by the sign of the Coach and Horses. 
On the night of August 29 I returned to my house about eight-o’elock in the 
evening. There was a pugilist named Patsy Reardon in the bar when I got 

ome. Subsequently, and after Reardon had left my house, a man known by 
the soubriquet of “‘ Mick the Grecian” came in, and shortly afterwards the pri- 
Soner came into my house. It would be about nine o'clock when the prisoner 
Came in, and he went into the parlour, where I was sitting down. ‘The pri- 
Soner was accompanied into the parlour by “Mick the Grecian” and some 
Cther persons. He came up to the table where I was sitting and said, ‘* Who 
Struck Patsy Reardon?” and I said, “Tdid.” Tho prisoner then said, “* What 
for? and I replied, “‘ What's that to you ?~it is no business of yours.” T did 
Not then know the prisoner by name, but I asked a friend of mine present who 

€ was, and my friend informed me that it was Ward, the backer of Reardon, 
the fighting man. The prisoner afterwards said, “If you struck Reardon 
(with a curse), so help me God, I'll murder you.”’ Afterwards we had afow 
Words, and subsequently “jawed” one against the other, and ultimately I 
told him that ‘it was no business of his,” and that “Reardon was big enough 
to take his own part.” The result was that I ordered the prisoner and also 
“Mick the Grecian” out of the house. The prisoner then went out of the 
parlour in front of the bar, and [ remained in my seatin the parlour. . Whilst 
the prisoner was at the bar I heard loud talking and ‘*jawing;’’ and when he 
Was ‘‘holloaing ” I went in front of the bar. 1 subsequently went on the out- 
Side portion of the counter to see what was the matter. When I went round 
€ prisoner was swearing and saying that he would murder me.. I afterwards
